It is impossible with the number of judges provided at a rural fair to 
have the Exhibits scored. The points listed are intended to show the exhibitor 
the relative importance of the qualities looked for when judging, and to serve 
as a guide for the judge on which to base her decisions. 

FOODS 

BISCUITS — Plain tea biscuits without currants, peel, etc. 

Points 

25 Appearance— Color, even golden brown, no spots, free from surface 
flour. 

Size, uniform, 114” side by 2” diameter gives an at¬ 
tractive biscuit.

Fruits and Preserves 

POINTS CONSIDERED IN JUDGING 

CANNING—Fruit is cooked in a liquid, either water or syrup, made from 
sugar and water. It may be cooked by the open kettle or the closed 
jar method. The latter is the more common. 

In judging canned products, if the seal is not perfect the jar 
should be disqualified and so marked on the entry slip. 

If the contents of a jar appear questionable, the jar may be 
opened. 

Meat should be cooled with the jar standing right side up, as 
the fat provides a seal for the jar.

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JAMS and MARMALADES

As a rule, jars contain but one kind of fruit. The flavor should be characte¬ 
ristic of the fruit. 

Marmalades are made from pulp and juice, or entire fruits shredded 
or cut in small pieces. The consistency should be jam-like or jelly-like 
Single fruit may be used, but often, two or more are blended.

2. Entry forms must be in the hands of the director, Mrs. J. Cook, Dugald, 

by Friday, July 18th. 

3. All school exhibits are to be taken by the teacher or any other responsible 
person to Mrs. J. Cook, Dugald. The Fair Board will not be responsible 
for exhibits left in the Fair Building after 8 o’clock Fair Day. 

4. Teachers will please write on the back of each entry the child’s name, 
grade and school. 

5. Entries may be written on foolscap. Be sure to write one child’s name, 
and then follow with a list of all that chidl’s exhibits stating Section 
numbers. Then continue with another child’s name, etc. 

6. All drawings must be at least 9 x 12 and must be mounted. Any type of 
heavy paper, cardboard or construction paper must be used. A border 
of at least one inch should be left around each picture. 

7. There is no entry fee for school work. Send complete entry form to Mrs. 
J. Cook, Dugald, preferably when school closes or at least one week 
before the Fair. 

8. Judging will be done on Friday, July 25th. The Fair Building will be open 

to the public on Saturday, July 26th. 

9. Teachers are requested to choose only what is considered the better 
exhibits in the various sections.

1. $1.00 Membership admits members on grounds on Fair Days and also 
entitles Exhibitors to make 20 entries; for each additional entry 5 cents 
will be charged. 

2. All entries shall be in the hands of the Secretary-Treasurer by July 19th. 
The Directors reserve the right to refuse any entries received after that 
date. A charge of 25 cents will be made on each entry received on day of 
Exhibition. There will be a charge of 5c per entry after July 19th until 
Fair Day. 

3. Building will be open to receive exhibits by 9 o’clock, D.S.T., morning 
of July 25th. Judging will commence as soon as the Judges report after 11 
o’clock. Articles must be ready for competition at hour stated (11 o'clock) 

or Exhibitors will forfeit thrir rights to exhibit and compete for a Prize. 

Doors close at 10:30 o'clock. 

4. Pedigrees must be produced with all animals shown in Pure Bred classes. 

5. Exhibitors are requested to bring Horse into the ring properly groomed 
and fixed as weli as possible. 

6. The Roots, Vegetables and Dairy Products must be the property of the 
exhibitor, and produced on his farm or holding this year, and must be the 
number, weight and measure called for, or they will not be allowed tc 
compete; but after the Directors have used their best endeavors to have 
this rule carried out, should any article being short inadvertently go before 
the Judges, their decision shall be final. Butter packages must have 
the weight marked on the bottom. 

7. Preserves, Pickles, etc., must be prepared by the Exhibitor. 

8. The stock must be the bona fide property of the Exhibitor. 

9. Domestic Manufacturers and Ladies’ Work must be the work of the 
Exhibitor. 

10. In the event of a dispute as to the ownership of any exhibit, the Exhibitor 
will be required to take an affidavit that the animal or article belongs 
to him, and is entered in accordance with the rules. 

11. Only one entry will be allowed to any Exhibitor from one holding in one 
section of a class, except in the case of Stock, but the Judges may report 
to the Board any article of merit and the Directors may grant Honorary 
Certificates but no animal will be allowed to compete in more than one 
class, except for Sweepstake prizes. 

12. In the absence of competition in any section, or if the stock or article 
exhibited be of inferior quality, the Judges are instructed to award only 
such premiums as they think the articles deserving of. They will exer¬ 
cise their descretion as to whether they will award First, Second or any 
prize. 

13. The Judges may recommend articles although not on the Prize List, and 
the Directors will take the matter into consideration. 

14. No person will be allowed to interfere with Judges while in the discharge 
of their duties and Exhibitors so interfering will forfeit the right to any 
premium to which he might otherwise be entitled. 

15. All articles must remain on exhibition until 8 p.m. D.S.T. Saturday,

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Rules and Regulations (continued) 

July 26th (and later at the request of the Directors). No entries shall be 
removed except by permit signed by the Secretary, and surrendered L 
the officers in charge. 

16. No sacks or packages admitted with name, mark or initial thereon. 

17. Any infringement of Rules and Regulations will be punished by with¬ 
holding the prizes, expulsion from the Society or both. 

18. The Directors will take every precaution under the circumstances to 
insure the safety of the articles sent to the exhibition, and should any 
article be accidentally injured, lost or stolen, they will give all assistance 
in their power towards the recovery of same, but will not make any 
payment on the value thereof, neither will they hold themselves respon¬ 
sible for Special Prizes which the winners may be unable to collect. 

19. A meeting of the Directors will be held after the show to hear and decide 
any complaints or grievances that may have arisen in awarding prizes, 
and anyone knowing of any infraction of the rules is requested to notify 
the Secretary of the facts on the day of the Exhibition. 

20. The first Prize Ticket will be RED; the Second, BLUE; and the third, 
WHITE. 

21. Articles on Exhibition shall not be handled except by the Officers having 
charge of the departments to which they belong, and in order to have 
all articles conspicuously arranged, competitors will favor the Society 
by themselves coming at an early hour, so as to give the Directors time 
to have the said articles properly arranged. All officers will be at their 
posts at 9 a.m. D.S.T. 

22. All Exhibitors of Horses will be required to produce their animals in the 
ring, for the purpose of being judged when called upon by the Directors 
in Charge, or they will forfeit the right to any premium to which they 
might otherwise be entitled. 

23. All Horses winning tickets must have the prize ticket fastened on, and 
be walked or driven once around the ring before leaving it. 

24. Bulls must have a ring in the nose and be properly secured to prevent 
the possibility of an accident, and all Cattle must be tied up. 

25. Exhibitors receiving certificates for prizes in goods must present them 
to the donors within thirty days after the receipt thereof, and must show 
the orders before selecting the goods. 

26. When paying the prizes, the Secretary-Treasurer will keep back $1.00 
from parties winning $3.00 and upward as Membership Fee for the 
following year. 

27. All members allowed one admission Ticket to Exhibition. Other visitors 
will be charged $1.00 each; School children up to 14 years, 25c; under 
School age, free. 

28. Parties wishing Prize Lists can obtain them from the Secretary-Treasurer. 

29. The Society reserves the right to deduct a percentage of Prize Money if 
finances will not permit to pay in full.
